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C. The problem of determining the relations of our first three gospels 
to one another, and ascertaining their sources, though studied for over 
a century, is one that is still but partially solved. Yet on its solution 
depends the decision of many important questions concerning early 
Christian thought and especially the teaching of Jesus. The purpose 
of this volume is to facilitate that careful comparison of the several 
gospels, sentence by sentence, even word by word, which is the first 
condition of success in the study of the mutual relation of the gospels, 
and an indispensable basis for advanced study of their contents. 
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The Teaching of General Science. By W. L. Eikenberry, Associate Professor 
of General Science in the University of Kansas. $2.00, postpaid $2.15. The author 
discusses in this volume the methods of teaching general science and the reorganization 
of the science curriculum. He presents, in addition to historical considerations and 
criticisms of science teaching, a survey of subject-matter, objectives, and concrete 
suggestions for reform. 
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The central idea of the book is to explain 
the meaning of Revelation as its author 
intended it to be understood by those to 
whom it was first addressed. Few people 
know when or why it was written, and its 
specific reference to a millennium has 
made it much quoted in support of 
strange theories about the imminent end 
of the world. 

The volume has been prepared especially 
to meet the needs of the preacher and 
the layman who desire a popular rather 
than a highly technical treatment of the 
subject. Especial attention is given to 
the explanation of such items as the 
"Beast," the anticipated end of the world, 
the millennium, and the new Jerusalem. 
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THE author's purpose is to trace the his- 
tory of the Greek word <£t>cm as known 
from its actual occurrences in extant lit- 
erature — from its first use in Homer's Odyssey, 
through poetic and dramatic literature; its use 
by the sophists and the Greek historians and 
in the collection of medical tracts known as 
Hippocratica; and its philosophical content in 
the works of Plato and Aristotle. A special 
supplementary chapter is given on the use of 
the term by the last-mentioned writers, and 
there is also an index of passages showing the 
fifth-century occurrences of the word, with 
references to Dr. Beardslee's book and to the 
editions used. 
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f^^ * HIS Code of Laws, the oldest known to man, 
M '^ was discovered only a few years ago. King 
^^^^ Hammurabi collected the laws as they were 
administered in the Babylonian courts, attached his own 
name to this first written code, promulgated it as the law 
of the land, and thus fixed judicial procedure not only for 
his own time, but for all succeeding centuries of Babylo- 
nian national existence. No more important document 
has come down to us; in it are reflected the customs, mor- 
als, religion, business relations, in short the whole Welt- 
anschauung of the ancient Babylonians. The fact that 
the book is now in its second edition attests the popular 
favor accorded to this adequate English version of the laws. 
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
